State becomes 5th to allow 
same-sex marriage

AUGUSTA, Maine Maine’s governor signed a freshly passed bill 
Wednesday approving gay marriage, making it the fifth state to 
approve the practice and moving New England closer to allow- 
ing it throughout the region. 

New TTampshire legislators also were poised to send a gay mar- 
riage bin to their governor, who hasn’t indicated whether he’ll sign 
it. If he does, Rhode Island would be the region’s sole holdout. 
The Maine Senate voted 21-13, with one absent, for a bill 
that authorizes marriage between any two people rather than 
between one man and one woman, as state law currently allows. 
The House had passed the bill Tuesday 
Democratic Gov John Baldacci, who hadn’t previously indi- 
cated how he would handle the bill, signed it shortly afterward. 
In the past, he said he opposed gay marriage but supported civil 
unions, which provide many benefits of marriage. 

Debate was brief Senate President Elizabeth Mitchell (D- 


Vassalboro) turned the gavel over to an openly gay member. 
Sen, Lawrence Bliss (D-South Portland) to preside over the 
final vote. 


Republican Sen, Debra Plowman of Hampden argued that the

More swine flu cases

The number of confirmed cases of swine 
flu in Illinois soared to 225 on Wednesday— 
including a first at the Cook County Jail— 
but state health officials assured that the 
increase was due to new testing capabilities 
that continue to reduce a backlog of sus- 
pected flu samples. 

As a result of the surge in cases, Illinois 
rose to the top of the list of states with the 
flu, recording more confirmed cases than 
any other state, health officials said. The 
state had 20 probable cases not yet con- 
firmed. 

“We want to make sure that people are 
reassured and understand that this is not an 
increase in community spread,” said Kelly 
Jakubek, spokeswoman for the Illinois 
Department of Public Health. “We have had 
hundreds upon hundreds of specimens come 
into our lab and now ... we have been able to 
move through those much more quickly” 

New testing guidelines from the U.S. 
Centers for Disease Control and Prevention, 
along with the reduction of the backlog, are 
expected to stabilize numbers in Illinois in 
the coming days, Jakubek said. 


CASES SOAR IN ILLINOIS 

Chicago remains the apparent epicenter 
of the swine flu outbreak in Illinois, with 93 
confirmed cases. Two counties previously 
untouched by the virus reported cases- 
one in Knox County and two in Boone 
County-while many shuttered schools 
reopened, tribune, ap contributed 

Previously, the state health department 
tested specimens from anyone with flu-like 
symptoms that were determined not to be 
common influenza strains. As of Friday, 
Jakubek said, the state only will test sam- 
ples from people who are hospitalized, have 
severe symptoms or have a high-risk condi- 
tion such as pregnancy 

At the reopening of Kilmer Elementary 
School in Rogers Park— the only public 
school closed because of swine flu — Chicago 
Public Schools Chief Ron Huberman said 
the school system has sent home 132 chil- 
dren who exhibited flu symptoms, a number 
he called “reasonable” in light of the system’s 
400,000 students. 

The i2-year-old girl whose illness prompt- 
ed Kilmer’s shutdown a week ago won’t 


return to school until next week, Huberman 
said. He said he was unaware of any other 
Kilmer students showing flu-like symptoms, 
but some parents who accompanied their 
children to school Wednesday morning said 
there were. 

Most of the parents walking their chil- 
dren back to school said they were happy 
the school was reopening. At least one par- 
ent thought the CPS had overreacted and 
caused panic. 

“They shouldn’t have closed the school 
in the first place,” said Cynthia McDonald, 
who accompanied her ii-year-old son, 
Sidney, to school. 

The ill Cook County Jail inmate was a 
35-year-old Chicago man who was detained 
Saturday on a drug charge. The next day he 
began showing flu-like symptoms and was 
immediately moved to an isolation unit at 
Cermak Hospital. 

The medium-security jail tier where his 
cell was located was quarantined, and both 
workers and inmates were allowed to move 
around it only with surgical masks. But, in 
a statement, jail officials said no one else on 
that tier has experienced flu-like symptoms.

R^ort: Ride 
a Chicago 
eievator at 
your own risk

There’s a common saying around the down- 
town offices of Aileron Communications: 
don’t get on an elevator unless you’ve used 
the bathroom and have a cell phone. 

‘All of my employees have been stuck in the 
elevator before in this building, once for about 
4 hours,” said president Dave Lundy, who’s 
also acting director of the Better Government 
Association, a watchdog agency 

It’s not a bad mantra for the rest of the 
city to live by either. Almost 70 percent of 
the city’s elevators weren’t inspected in the 
past year, despite laws that require annual 
inspections. Some city elevators have not 
been looked at since 2001. 

A glance at the elevator inspection sheet 
in the Pittsfield Building, 55 E. Washington 
St., where Lundy’s firm is located, says the 
last time city inspectors took a gander was 
2005. But city records show the elevators 
were actually inspected in 2006 and were 
failed. And yet the elevators continue to 
operate. 

Experts say it’s long been known that the 
city isn’t coming close to meeting inspec- 
tion targets and blame the problem on short 
staffing. The city has 10 inspectors for an 
estimated 20,000 elevators, lifts and similar 
equipment. A common ratio is 550 elevators 
per inspector, experts say 

The city is aware of the backlog problem. 

“Given the recent building boom and the 
addition of hundreds of new buildings with 
new systems, the number of needed inspec- 
tions— both new inspections and annual 
inspections— has increased substantially,” 
the city said in an e-mail response. “This has 
dramatically impacted the bureau’s ability to 
complete annual inspections.”

Robber linked 

to 25 possible holdups 

fatally shot in standoff 

Police knew a few details about the robber. 
He often wore a green hooded sweat shirt 
and jeans, a surgical mask and gloves and had 
been seen fleeing many of his crime scenes 
in a white Dodge Caravan. He would strike 
in the early morning or late evening, armed 
with a gun, and steal $200 to $2,000 cash 
from gas stations and food stores. 

The holdups were sporadic at first, occur- 
ring on the Northwest Side and surrounding 
suburbs beginning in late December. But by 
April, the robber picked up the pace, some- 
times robbing two stores in a day 

Police began to notice a pattern, match- 
ing the robber to 25 possible holdups, and 
planned a mission. They cast a net over sev- 
eral miles, using dozens of officers to try to 
catch the robber in the act. 

On Wednesday, the second day of this 
beefed-up operation, officers watched for a 
man in a white van with a tell-tale dent in its 
front bumper and tape on its rear. 

At about 7 a.m., a van matching that 
description was spotted near a gas station 
in Harwood Heights. The van pulled into 
the alley, a man got out and walked down 
the alley toward the store, pulling a surgi-

Stroger having change 
of heart on tax repeal?

Cook County Board President 
Todd Stroger said Wednesday 
he wants to talk to his fellow 
countywide elected officials 
before deciding whether to veto 
a measure that would repeal last 
year’s sales tax increase. 

“I don’t know,” he said dur- 
ing an interview on WLS (890- 
AM’s) Don Wade and Roma 
morning show when asked if he will follow 
through on Tuesday’s vow to veto the repeal. 
“I may veto it. I may not.” 

He went on to say that he would speak to 
other countywide elected officials, to see if 
they will wade into the debate. 

The politics of the sales tax repeal are 
tricky for Stroger, who may seek re-elec- 
tion next year. Stroger already is feeling heat 
for pushing the i-percentage-point tax hike 
through the county board last year. If he 



repeal 

vetoes the commissioners’ effort 
to repeal the tax hike, he’ll also 
be wearing the jacket for block- 
ing an attempt to cut taxes. 

Meanwhile, Mayor Daley said 
he agreed with the Cook County 
Board’s vote, saying the hike had 
a “very detrimental” impact on 
business. 

“It was very, very negative, to 
be very frank,” Daley said. “This was a very 
questionable increase in taxes.” 

Asked why he had not pushed for the 
repeal before, Daley replied that it “is not 
my job to stop it.” 

Later, Stroger responded to Daley’s 
remarks, saying Daley had raised taxes him- 
self During the past several years, Daley has 
raised the city sales tax, property taxes, the 
real estate transfer tax and a whole range of 
taxes and fees.

Roseland and Albany Park each saw two 
murders in the past week. 

In Roseland on Saturday, an 18-year-old man 
was shot and killed in the 300 block of East 
107th Street, while a 31-year-old man was shot 
and killed at a home in the 10500 block of South 
Wabash Avenue. 

In Albany Park, two men were shot and killed 
in the 4800 block of North Troy Street. 

The Albany Park slayings represent the first 
multiple homicide since three teens were shot 
and killed near 87th Street and Exchange Avenue 
on Feb. 20, according to a RedEye analysis of 
preliminary police data. 

Albany Park has now recorded five murders 
this year; Roseland has recorded four. 

So far in May, eight men have been murdered. 
Chicago police recorded 46 murders in May

On Wednesday afternoon, Blackhawks net- 
minder Cristobal Huet spent lo to 20 minutes 
carefully strapping on and squeezing into more 
than half a dozen pieces of equipment— pads 
and armor— that make him look part- American 
Gladiator, part-Medieval knight. 

Then during the next 40 minutes, approxi- 
mately 500 heavy, rubber pucks were slapped 
at him at speeds up to 100 mph. Most of the 
shots missed or were deflected safely, but others 
caught vulnerable points including the ribs and 
arms. Huet was rewarded with colorful bruises 
and bumps. Afterward, he slumped down into 
his locker-room space, covered from head to toe

This, by the way, was just practice. 

During a game, Huet said he may sweat off 


8 pounds because he must constandy move and 
contort his body while wearing 35 to 40 pounds 
of equipment. 

But you won’t hear the 33-year-old veteran 
complain. 

“It’s pretty tiring, but we train for it and get 
used to it,” Huet said. “For the average person to 
put it on, yeah, it might feel like they are trapped 
in this big costume or something, but we deal 
with it fine.” 

Life, Huet said, is actually getting better for 
goalies because of advances in technology. 

“Even in the last 10 years, companies are doing 
a good job in making equipment lighter yet more 
protective,” he said. “I get banged up, but I’m 
not getting stitches to the face like {the regular 
players].”

Chest and arm protector 

Designed to protect the upper torso and arms, this 
piece of armor worn under the jersey has multiple 
layers of high-density foam, it resembles the 
chestpiece that baseball catchers wear, Huet said. 


The pad must be 

light enough so the goalie can maintain 
lightning-quick reactions and a fuil range 
of motion. 


Pants 

If goalies iook iike they have thunder 
thighs, it’s because they wear short pants 
with a iayer of thick foam padding built in 
that protect the area from the thigh to the 
beiiy button. There also is light protection 
in the back for the buttocks, but little for 
the back of the legs.

Make Small plans 




In matters of burgers, the word small generally 
does not bode well. But Small Bar, Division Street’s 
unpretentious spot for beer and football of the 
across-the-pond variety, always has taken a loose 
interpretation. 

Certainly, the bar is not terribly spacious. But the 
Small Bar brand— there is another in Logan Square 
and a third on the way in Lincoln Park— is growing 
quite large. And the beer list, easily one of the top five 
in town, is not at all petite. 

As for the burger menu? Tiny no longer. The 
Division Street location completely overhauled its 
menu a week ago, bringing the total number of burg- 
ers to seven. The ambitious new lineup is stacked 
with unusual creations such as the pulled pork- and 
slaw-topped Moo ’N Oink ($11), the blue cheese-, 
bacon- and onion-laden Bacon B’Looza ($11), and the 
pleasantly spicy Hellfire ($11). 

BURGERELLI’S BREAKDOWN 

The burger: A well-seasoned burger is a wondrous 
thing. Alas, so many places get it wrong. Not Small 
Bar. These half-pound patties are delectable. What’s 
more, they are cooked to temperature, with a healthy 
char around the edges. Eureka! At last I have found a 
true medium rare! 

The bun: Most of Small Bar’s new burgers are 


served on toasted, cornmeal-dusted buns. The 
exception, the G.C.B. ($10), arrives on a French roll 
slathered in garlic (the G stands for garlic). Being 
somewhat of a Francophile (and a wholehearted gar- 
lic-phile), the Great Burgerelli approves of this minor 
transgression. 

The fixings: Each of Small Bar’s burgers is so dis- 
tinct in its charms that it is difficult to do them all 
justice. So I will focus on my favorite, the Hellfire, 
topped with Beamish-battered onion strings, pepper 
jack cheese, jalapenos and sriracha aioli— a masterful 
combination of two of the finest condiments known 
to man. 

Everything else: I long have believed that Small 
Bar’s tater tots are among the best in our fair city, so 
it was only recently that I tried the sweet potato fries. 
Oh, my stars! I have been missing out on a master- 
piece. The crisp but impossibly light exterior gives 
way to a soft, evenly cooked potato with every bite. 
And unlike some sweet potato fries. Small Bar’s are 
not dusted with sugar. Instead, they are lightly salted, 
allowing the natural sweetness to truly shine. 

Burgerelli’s bottom line: Go once. Go twice. Go 
seven times and try them all!

He’s been working for the past half decade, with credits rang-

It’s just not logical, this hating on a new 
frontier for your favorite space-tacular, I saw 
the new “Trek” on Monday and was blown 
away It’s funny, intense, hopeful and complete- 
ly respectful of where “Trek” has gone before, 
“The key to this movie was to be inspired 
by, embrace and honor everything that’s come 
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before, but with the first scene in the movie, 
we say we are going somewhere else,” Abrams 
told The Associated Press. 

And why not? The original “Trek” canon, 
after six TV series and lo previous movies, 
had gotten pretty damn stale. Even I was dis- 
appointed with the past few movies and the 
TV series “Enterprise.”
